From fuch ſecret Stabs of mad Revenge and 
Malice dreſt up in the Diſguiſe of Authority, 
Good God deliver us out of the Power of this 
fort of Enemies, that paſs unknown without 
Impunity. . . 

Ie is certain tHat no Body of Men in Power 
or Truſt in the Government, or in any City or 
Corporation, can be ſo diveſted of Honour or 
Reaſon as to quarrel with the Title of a Sheet 
of Paper, where the Intereft of the whole Body 
Politick is engag d.

Matters may be fo 
order'd, that Ten Millions of Money may be 
borrow'd and lent out, without infringing upon 
any Act of Parliament; and the Author has even
